Federal Trade- Commission as a means of cutting down lie 
cost of'coat lo consumers.' This idea originates wilh the 
Senate Reconslmclion Conimitlee, and il is expected lhat (lie 
mailer will come up in Ihe Scnale IhLs week. Complele agree- 
ment as lo the form of Hie measure has not yet been reached, 
bnl if il is adopled it is proposed lo make the collection of 
statistics mandatoty on the Commission, which will be em- 
powered lo demand accounts from.the coal operators, lesi 
their accuracy and compile the results by districts for the 
study of consumers.

would seem to be practicable for Ihe government to ascertain 
the exacl cost of mining and Irnnspoiling coal, and thus to be 
in a position IQ know whelhei or not unreasonable profits were 
being exacted by operators or dealers, or both.
